Why should anyone add to the humiliation, 
embarrassment, sorrow, and worry of another. We all have a heavy load to carry at times. Why should any of us 
want to add to the cross that we each have to bear. We must put aside bitterness, hate, jealousy and quit judging 
the other fellow. My mother gave me this advice, which would be well to always remember, “If you can’t say 
something nice about another person then don’t say anything at all.” The Lord has commanded us, “And see that 
there is no iniquity in the Church, neither hardness with each other, neither lying, backbiting, nor evil speaking.” 
D &C Sec. 20:54 

I believe that a true servant of the Lord should be the defender of his brother’s good name. I believe the Lord 

“goes even further by requiring everyone to overlook another’s trespasses: “Ye ought to forgive one another; for 
he that forgiveth not his brother his trespasses standeth condemned before the Lord; for there remaineth in him 

the greater sin.” D&C 64:9

Section 9 of the D&C is a revelation from the Lord given to Oliver Cowdery after his attempt to translate the gold plates. The 
Lord states, “Behold, you have not understood; you have supposed that I would give it unto you, when you took no thought save it 
was to ask me.” (D&C 9:7) How often do we “take no thought save to ask Him?” All throughout the scriptures there are examples 
where God’s servants are faced with great challenges. In almost every situation they go to great length to do all they can, and then 
God blesses them greatly with the things they need.
